Bays Monopolies Are Rapid- 


ly Gobbling Up Water 


Power of Country. 


Washington, Nov. 
19.—GiiTord Pin- 


thot,, former chief forester of the Unit- 
ed States, leading champion of govern- 
ment control of water power rights, 
scored in the national conservation con- 
gress today and succeeded in forcing be- 
fore the convention the minority report, 
of the committee on water power rights. 


With former secretary of the interior, 


Walter L. Fisher, in the chair, former 
Secretary of War Stimson, who joined 
with Mr. Pinchot in the minority re- 
port yesterday, moved for a suspension 
of the rules that the water power ques- 
tion might be discussed from the floor. 
Scores of delegates who favor the ma- 
jority report which would combine na- 
tional with state control with less re- 
striction on water power grants, pro- 
tested. Mr. Fisher ruled that motion 
to suspend the rules was not debatable 
?.nd it was carried amid loud cheers. 


Opened General Debate. 


Mr. Pinchot rend the minority report 


6nd thereby opened the general debate. 
Senator Burton, of Ohio, championed the 
policy of strict national control of all 
fc-ater power rights and urged the dele- 
gates not to get into an "unseemly 
squabble'- between state rights and na- 
tional control. 


"It is impossible," said Senator Bur- 


. ton. "that state control should ade- 


quately solve the national problem. In 
this matter we are conducting no cru- 
sade against capital but there must be 
9 recognition of the danger of monopoly 
and 'a desire to provide' for public'•wel- 
fare in the use of this great national 
isset."

With the declaration that the water 


power of .the United States was rapidly 
passing under monopolistic control, Mr. 
Pinchot' told the delegates today that 
Etern methods must be adopted to off- 
Bet the tendency. His address was ac- 
cepted by some of the delegates as a 
defiance to those who are said to seek 
the lessening of federal control and an 
extension of the regulatory powers of 
the' individual states. "If the public 
rights' cannot be recognized without con- 
flict," said Mr. Pinchot with emphasis 
"then we shall have to fight and iJ 
tt-e" have to fight now is the time." 


Henry S. Graves, head of the United 


States forest service, and E. A. Sterling 
director of the American Forestry as- 
sociation, also were on the program 
paeh discussed the national forests and 
methods for their protection.. Mr. Pin- 
chot declared that the development oi 
water power only xmder proper safe- 
guards was "the greatest' necessity in 
the whole waterpower situation." He 
quoted figures collected by the federa' 
bureau of corporations and 'the Nation-

INTENSE REMORSE 


Says He Does Not Believe 


Relations of Pair Were 


Improper. 


Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 19.—Dr. Wm. 


T. Elam, of 
St. 
Joseph, 
Mo., was 


charged today with murder in the first 
degree after a coroner's inquest into the 
death yesterday of W. Putnam Cramer, 
of Chicago, who TOIS shot by Dr. Elam 
in a down town hotel after a private de- 
tective engaged by the doctor had for 
several weeks watched the movements 
of Cramer and the doctor's wife. 


John Torpey, a hotel detective, testi- 


fied that when he went to the room 
with Dr. Elani and found Cramer dead 
on the floor, Dr. Elam told him he had 
bought an automatic pistol just before 
leaving St. Joseph and had come down 
here to "get" Cramer. 


C. A. Williams, the policeman who ar- 


rested Dr. Elam, testified that the steel 
bullet" passed through Cramer's chest 
and through the 
back 
of a chair in 


which the victim was sitting. Dx. Elam 
wag not called to the stand. 


Shows Intense Remorse. 


In a statement made at police head- 


quarters just before the inquest the doc- 
tor showed intense remorse. 


"I do not believe there was anything 


Improper in the relations between Sir. 
Cramer and Mrs. Elam," he sail "The 
shooting was one of those acts accom- 
plished in a moment that wreck the re- 
mainder of a. man's life. If this matter 
conies to a question of showing wrong- 
doing on the part of my wife I'd rather 
be hanged." 


At the inquest held today Dr. Elam, 


John T. Glyrm, a private detective, and 
A. V. D. Eousaeau, an attorney of 
Peoria, HI., cousin of Cramer, were call- 
ed as witnesses. It was brought out 
that Dr. Elam had employed the de- 
tective to shadow his wife and Cramer. 


Tha doctor, 
Glynn, 
Rousseau and 


Cramer had held .1 conference in the 
lobby of a down town hotel fifteen min- 
utes before Dr. Elam went with Cramer 
to his room i^ the hotel and shot him. 
According to Glynn the four had at- 
tempted to come to sn amicable under- 
standing concerning 
Cramer's alleged 


relations with Dr. Elanvs wife, who 
two weeks ago left her husband's home 
in St. Joseph to visit her mother in De- 
troit, Mich.

Fifty Years Ago at Gettysburg. 


Fifty years ago today two addresses were made at 


frettysburg-at 
the consecration of the national cemeterv 


there. 


One was by the most cultured 


man in American public life. Him 
self the scion of a distinguished an 
cestry, he had received "the utmost 
training of our -most aristocratic 
uuive.rsity: harl been a governor of 
the most intellectual of the New 
England states, an ambassador to 
Great Britain, a: secretary of state, 
a senator of the United States. 


Upon the preparation of his oration he had spent 


months of research and then had polished it until everv 
phrase had become classic in form, every word precisel'v 
fitted to the expression of his thought. 


Did you ever read the speech of Edward Everett? 


Did yon ever know a person who has read it? 
If you 


should now become curious to read it would you know 
where to lay your hand upon it? 


The other speech on that somber November day was 


made by a gaunt and homely man, the child of abject pov- 
erty, painfully self-taught. Pressed upon by the- relent- 
less duties of the most difficult office in the world at the 
tune of its greatest crisis, he had put off the preparation 
of it until aboard the train which was taking him to. the 
historic site. And then,,with a stumpy pencil', he had 


• scribbled it, between train jolts, on pieces of brown wrap- 


ping paper which a fellow-passenger—no less a personage 
than the haughty secretary of state, William H. Sew- 
Brd—had tossed away! 


But who has not read, who has not been thrilled by. 


who does not know by heart, the immortal address of 
Abraham Lincoln, the rail-splitter? Who. has not, as was 
the great host of blue-clad warriors which listened, in rapt 
silence, fifty years ago, been dedicated anew to "highly re- 
solve" that the dead'in whose honor that touching service 
was held "shall not have died in vain; that this nation, un- 
der God, shall have a now birth of freedom, that govern- 
ment of the people, by the people, for the people, shall not 
perish from the earth ?" 


Yet at the moment Lincoln himself thought his 


speech a failure, because it lacked the classic allusions, 
the wealth of scholarship, the polished periods of the 
Everett, oration; because, instead of noisy applause, its 
conclusion was followed by tense, almost painful silence. 


And it was not until days afterward, when there was 


borne in upon him the instinctive response from the beat- 
ing hearts of the plain people of whom he was the perfect 
type, that he began to realize that injhis simple utterance 
ne had caught the full spirit of the occasion and added to 
'the literature of human inspiration a contribution which 
can never die.

One in a hundred citizens in the United 


States pays the income tax. That is ap- 
proximately the proportion. The popula- 
tion of the United States ^ now ap- 
proximately 100,000,000.

these, 1,567,000 voters—72 per cent, of 
the total—voted on all the initiative and 
referendum measures submitted. And 82 
per, cent., or 1,787,400, voted on the most 
important measures. 
The .18 per cent, 


who voted upon nothing are chiefly com- 
posed of careless, igl. i-rant and indiffer- 
ent voters who take no 'Interest in prin- 
ciples. 
The disinterested" IS per cent, 


voluntarily 
disfranchised 
themselves. 


The interested 82 per cent, decided the 


.- issues.

Another interesting thing shown by 


the tables is that the people are con- 
servative. Out of ' total of 94 measures 
in 10 states, submitted by petition of 
the people, 53 were rejected 
and 41 


adopted, showing that the people dis- 
criminate and use their judgment as to 
what measures they want and what they 
do not want. 
Not only that, but tho 


table disposes of the argument that the 
initiative and referendum is used exces- 
sively, causing great expense, and so 
forth. The average number of questions 
voted on in the ten states was 9.4,1 and 
this average was raised considerably by 
the large number of questions submitted 


, in Colorado1'and Oregon, where reaction- 


ary legislatures failed to do their duty 
und bad to be overruled by the people 
directly.
